It should be noticed that nothing is included in the bud- 
get for the care of Jail Prisoners or for the interest pay- 
ments on Temporary Loans issued in anticipation of tax- 
es. This was not done for the reason that it is estimated 
that the interest on the Jail fund of $70,000.00 will care 
for both these items. 

We would call your attention to the item of $6,000.00 
included in the budget for the use of the Merrimack Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau, this being the same amount as voted for 
the present year by the County Convention of 1927. 

As the budget as herewith submitted is based on the 
actual expenses of the year 1928, it would seem to be as 
near correct as it is possible to estimate. 

At nearly every session of the Legislature new laws 
seem to be enacted or old ones amended which operate to 
put additional burdens on the County. There seems to 
be no way to meet these conditions except by increasing 
appropriations. The increasing costs of the Courts, care 
of dependent and neglected children in homes and orphan- 
ages, better care for the dependent poor, aid to the needy 
blind, larger appropriations for Farm Bureau Work, all 
seem to make larger appropriations absolutely necessary. 
Owing to this situation and to the unforeseen industrial 
conditions prevailing in our cities and manufacturing 
towns, which made it impossible for many to procure em- 
ployment, it appears very evident that the appropriation 
as made for the year 1929 will not be sufficient to meet 
the necessary expenses. 
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In order that Merrimack County may maintain its 
sound financial condition and at the same time make 
suitable provision for the proper maintenance of all its 
various departments, we would respectfully recommend 
for your consideration that the sum of $15,750.00 be ap- 
propriated in addition to the present appropriation of 
$109,250.00, thus making the total appropriation for the 
year $125,000.00. We would also respectfully recom- 
mend that an appropriation of like amount be made for 
each of the year 1930 and 1931. 

The County Report, now in the hands of the printer, 
shows that the County had no oustanding bonds or notes 
at the close of the year and that there was a balance in 
the hands of the Treasurer of $3,434.04. Although there 
were some bills that had not been presented for payment 
due cities and towns for care of County poor during 1928, 
we feel that this can be taken care of this year, providing 
the appropriations as suggested are made. 

In consideration of the fact that Merrimack County 
has the lowest per capita county tax of any county in the 
state, and its sound financial condition is such as to allow 
it, we believe it should continue to meet its current obliga- 
tions on the “pay as you go” plan, and thus continue to 
keep out of debt.

CouNTY FARM 


The number of people cared for at the Farm during 
the year 1929 was somewhat larger than during recent 
years. This, together with the fact that a large amount 
of work in the way of repairs and permanent improve- 
ments. has been done, has.made the year a most active 
one. We feel that the county is most fortunate in having 
the continued devoted and efficient service of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. M. Lorden as Superintendent and Matron, who 
for some years have rendered such efficient service in 
caring for those under their care.

Report of the Chaplain 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


It is a pleasant duty to report my work for a seventh 
time. The year has been a good one, peace and the great- 
est harmony prevailing. 

Mr. and Mrs. Joseph M. Lorden are still at the helm 
and have never turned down a good suggestion that meant 
for the best interests of all. The home of the County in 
every department is well managed. The chapel services 
have been well attended. The assistants in this depart- 
ment have been faithful. Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Williams 
assist us by leading us in sacred song on the violin 
and piano. We are grateful to them and others who have 
been of great assistance. 

Others are speaking a good word for our twenty ser- 
vices held in the chapel each year and persuade their 
friends to come. The chaplain’s schedule of preaching 
appointments has been carried out, two services a month 
on the first and third Sunday afternoons at 3 o’clock. It 
is an attentive audience and the speaker is sure of words 
of sincerest appreciation.

Report of the County Solicitor 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


In compliance with the requirements of the Public Laws 
I submit herewith my report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1929. 

The term of office of the county solicitor in Merrimack 
County begins on January 1 whereas in all other counties 
except Coos the term begins on April 1. I have, therefore, 
had a full year in the office. In addition to more than 
the usual number of serious crimes committed during the 
early part of the year there remained for disposition the 
matter involving the office of the secretary of state. There- 
fore, when the April term of the superior court convened 
an unusually large number of cases were presented to the 
grand jury. Eighteen persons were indicted for various 
crimes, as follows: breaking and entering, nine; adul- 
tery, three; larceny, three; statutory offenses, two, em- 
bezzlement, one. 

Among the more serious offenses which resulted in im- 
prisonment in the state prison were two cases of breaking 
and entering of a large number of summer camps on 
Pleasant Lake in Elkins in which one offender was sen- 
tenced to state prison for from two to three years and the 
other for from three to four years. Two individuals, a 
man and a woman who stole an automobile in Henniker, 
received sentences of not less than one year and one day 
and not more than three years. One person who pleaded 
guilty to the theft of cattle from three different farmers 
was sentenced to state prison for from three to five years. 
In the embezzlement case the offender was sentenced to 
state prison for not less than one year and one day and 
not more than three years. In none of these cases was 
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it necessary to have a jury trial with the resultant ex- 
pense to the county. 

At the October term of the superior court the grand 
jury returned indictments against twelve persons, as fol- 
lows: breaking and entering and larceny, five; larceny, 
four; embezzlement, two; automobile law, one. All of 
these cases with one exception were disposed of without 
trial. The sentence for the most of these offenders was 
to the house of correction. 

During the summer of 1929 there were more than the 
usual number of motor vehicle accidents resulting in 
death. These cases were brought to the attention of the 
grand jury and with the exception of one the evidence was 
not sufficient to warrant an indictment. 

I have attempted to enforce the prohibition law im- 
partially and with as much vigor as the resources at my 
command permitted. I believe the result of my efforts 
has been fairly satisfactory to the majority of the citizens 
of the county. The fines turned over to the county as the 
result of the prosecution of offenses against the prohibition 
law are substantially $3,000 in excess of those of the year 
1928. 

The Motor Vehicle law continues to be a source of 
many violations. However, its enforcement has been ably 
carried out by Inspector Jonas Welcome. I wish to take 
this opportunity to acknowledge my appreciation of the 
successful efforts of the Motor Vehicle Inspector for this 
district.
